filling up the ranks with untrained 
men; second, that the American peo­ 
ple do not desire !to maintain a reg­ 
ular standing arm y large enough to 
provide an adequate national defense. 
To meet this situation, Mr Tillson 
proposes to form a reserve force out 
of the men honorable discharged from 
the army, navy, a.a .ne corps or mil­ 
itia. 
The enlistment period in the 
arm y he proj/oses to make six years, 
the last three of which are to he spent 
on furlough.

It was expeeted of 
him that lie would keep the Federal 
army at a safe distance from Rich 
mond. After abandoning his strong po 
sition on York river he could do so 
only by opposing it in open field. 
Me 
Clellan’s base was at Fortress Monroe, 
nearly 100 miles from Richmond. 
The 
York river bounds the peninsula on 
the northwest and the Ja m es on the 
southeast. 
With either river open to 
Federal warships McClellan could get 
supplies by water as he advanced to­ 
ward Richmond. 
When tlie evacua 


within ten miles of Ja ckson’s camp. 
In the mountains, thirty miles west, 
there were 4,000 Federáis led by Gen­ 
era! W. H. Milroy and General It. e. 
Schenck. 
On May 8 Jackson was on a 
hill near McDowell with about 0,000 
men.
